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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This Office Action is in response to tine Applicant's amendment filed on May 26, 
2009. 

2. Claims 1 , 7-8, 11-12,1 5-1 6, 1 8-1 9, 22-23 and 29 have been amended. 

3. Claims 1-29 are pending. 

Response to Arguments 

4. Applicant's arguments filed on 5/26/09 have been considered but are moot in 
view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

1 . The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out 
and distinctly claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his 
invention. 

2. Claims 1-22 and 29 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. Claims 1, 11-12, 22 and 29 recite "responsive 
to a first endnode not being a trusted endnode and the management communication not 
being a first category" however, earlier in the claims a management communication is 
established based on whether the communication is a request or a reply from a 
manager node not a trusted node. It is unclear how a communication that is categorized 
whether a request from or a reply to a manage node is discarded based on a 
determination if the first endnode is a trusted endnode or not. 
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3. Claims 1, 11-12, 22 and 29 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragrapli, 
as being incomplete for omitting essential steps, such omission amounting to a gap 
between the steps. See MPEP § 2172.01 . The omitted steps are: The claims recite "a 
trusted endnode" and "a manager node" the claimed limitation does not show the 
relationship between the trusted node and a manager node. 

4. Claims 1,11-12 and 22 recite "a trusted endnode", "a manager node" and "a first 
category management communication" later in the claims. The terms "a trusted node", 
"a manger node" and "a first category management communication" has to be changed 
to using "said" or "the" in order to have a proper antecedent basis. 

5. Dependent claims 2-10, 13-21 are also rejected for inheriting the deficiencies of 
the independent claim. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

6. Claims 23-28 are allowed.
